9- C - PG ( 120 ) / 58 .-- The Governinent of India have 
received the Admistration Report of the Port of Calcutta for 
the year 1957- 78 , he noteworthy features of the Report are 
the following : - 

( 1 ) FINANCINI. RESULI S 
The revenue reccpits of the Port Commissioners for the 
year under review wore Rs. 12 .75 ,80 , 916 as against 
Rs. 10 .86 ,61, 288 in the previous year, 

The expenditure for the year amounted to Rs. 11, 19 ,52 .424 
as compared in Rs. 9 ,59 ,88 125 in the previous year . The 
year cnde l with a surpius of Rs. 1,56 , 28 ,192 thanks to incrcased 
income from goods, vessels and the Railway. 

The balance in the Revenue Reserve Fund as on the 31st 
March 1958 anointed to Rs. 5 . 2.5 crores. The Fire Insurance 
Fund had a closing balance of Rs. 69. 96 lakhs and the balance 
in the Vesscls Replacement Fund Rs. 144 lakhs. 

During the year under review tbc Puit Cominissioners took 
a loan of Rs. 15 ciores from Government, for financing Capital 
Works covered by the Second Fire Ycar Plan , A contribution 
of Rs. 1 crore was also made to the Capital Account from the 
Revenuc surplus of the vcar under review .

In the case of. coal exports, the average rate of loading per 
ship per day worked out to 967 tons as against 867 tons 
during the previous year . 

(4 ) SHIPPING 
The number of vessels that entered the Port during the 
year was 1.593 as against 1383 in the previous year and the 
total gross tonnage increased from 8 ,562. 955 to 10 ,103 ,581. The 
deepest draft ship to enter the Port was the S .S . Great Falls 
Victory drawing 28 - 10 " forward and 24 - 2" aft and the deepest 
draft ship to leave the Port was the S .S . Indian Resolve 
drawing 27 - 2 " forward and 27"- 1 " aft. 

In the Port Approaches, the Rangafalla Channel controlled 
the draft of ships for 336 days as against 23 during the previ 
ous year. The Easieun Gut controlled the draft of ships for 
26 days as against 55 days during the previous year, Ninan 
for 2 days and Royapur for 1 day as against 113 days and 31 
davs respectively during the previous year . The controlling 
bars were thus below Dianiond Harbour for 336 days as 
against 23 days during the previous year and this was due to 
the deterioration during the year of the Balari/ Rangafalla 
channels . 

The draft allotted to ships during the year suffered a slight 
set back owing to the deterioration of the Balari / Rangafalla 
channels .

Experiments for improving the river conditions in the King 
George s Dock lock entrance were completed during the year . 
Experiments for improving the Balari / Rangafalla channels, 
were continued . A view model of the river from Sevarupganj 
to Balari has also been set up with a view to study the effects 
of the varying quantities of upland discharge on the regime 
of the river . 

(6 ) HOOGHLY PILOTAGE 
The income from Pilotage during the year was Rs. 37, 22 , 734 
and the expenditure Rs. 37 .87 ,401 showing a small deficit of 
Rs. 64,667. To cover the deficit , a sum of Rs. 50 ,000 was 
appropriated from the Revenue Reserve Fund (Pilotage) to 
the Revenue Balance Account in which there was a balance 
of Rs. 37 ,809, brought forward from the previous year . 

(7) PORT CHARGES 
There were no major increases in Port charges during the 
year . 

(8 ) Carital WORKS 
The expenditure during the year on Capital Works amount 
ed to Rs. 2 . 34 crores . 

The important items on which Capital expenditure exceed 
ing Rs. one lakh each , was incurred during the year were the 
following :
